Kieran’s miraculous 
recovery leaves family 
and doctors stunned 

ON Father’s Day, 
June 17, 

Colwinston resident 
Kieran Smith was 
involved in a road 
collision that left 
him in a coma with 
severe head 
injuries.

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‘Dismayed' by the 
decline of airport

TY wife and 
I are dis- 
Lmayed by 
the decline of 
Cardiff Airport, 
and feel strongly 
that more should be 
done by the Welsh 
Assembly to reverse 
the trend. 

(I refer to the report 
on Cardiff Airport, in 
last week’s GEM, July 
19). 

We moved to Llantwit 
Major in 2010 from 
Hertfordshire and a con¬ 
sideration of living here, 
was to be near an airport 
that we could travel 
from. 

We regularly fly to 
Malaga in Spain and 
before moving here we 
normally used Luton 
Airport. The difference 
in passenger numbers is 
astounding. For the year 
2011, Cardiff was 1.22 
million, and Luton 9.5 
million. Even Bristol 
attracted 5.78 million 
passengers last year. 

There are some simi¬ 
larities between Luton 
and Cardiff Airports. 
Neither has a direct rail 
link and both are run by 
the same Spanish con¬ 
sortium. I accept the 
population in the south¬ 
east of England is large, 
but there are numerous 
airports serving the area 
and competition is 
strong. 

In Wales, we only 
have one airport. The 
road and rail link is sim¬ 
ilar to Luton Airport, so 


why are Cardiff Airport 
passenger numbers in 
the decline? 

Well, it all comes 
down to the price we, as 
passengers, have to pay 
and the choice we have. 

Quite simply, flying 
out of Cardiff is too 
expensive. 

I know many people 
here in the Vale choose 
Bristol as an alternative, 
and we may drive all the 
way back to Luton next 
time we go to Malaga. 

We, like all those 
other people, would pre¬ 
fer to use Rhoose if we 
could, and it is about 
time the Assembly sup¬ 
ported Cardiff Airport. 

We need to attract 
more low-cost airlines, 
which would then create 
the competition to drive 
down prices and increase 
the passenger numbers. 

Next month, a new 
Spanish operator - 
Vueling Airlines - is fly¬ 
ing out of Cardiff 
(unfortunately, not 
Malaga, so complain to 
Vueling like I did!) 

This, hopefully, is a 
start to turning around 
the decline of Cardiff 
Airport. 

If it were ever to 
close, this would be cat¬ 
astrophic for Cardiff and 
the whole of Wales. 

Having a busy and 
vibrant airport, would 
bring in many visitors 
and would greatly boost 
the economy and 
employment.

COWBRIDGE girl 
Lowri Jenkins has 
found that working 
in the theatre has 
taken her to glam¬ 
orous locations in 
London, Barcelona

The reason that 25- 
year-old Lowri finds 
herself in MoD St Athan 
is that National Theatre 
Wales is putting on 
another of its prestigious 
productions - 

Shakespeare’s 
Coriolanus, a co-produc- 
tion for the World 
Shakespeare Festival, 
which is produced by the 
Royal Shakespeare 
Company for the 
London 2012 Festival. 

Lowri is an assistant 
director on the show, 
which follows National 
Theatre Wales’ tradition 
of staging productions in 
unlikely locations. 

The theatre company 
is now in its second year, 
and last year put on pro¬ 
ductions all over Wales, 
in village halls or work¬ 
ing men’s clubs. 

In Bridgend, a play 
loosely based on the 
Bridgend suicides (an

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THREE CRASHES IN EIGHT YEARS, FAMILY SUPPORTS... 

Call for safe speed limits 
on local country roads

A FAMILY (of six) 
from Marcross are 
adding their sup¬ 
port to campaign¬ 
ers who want a 
reduction in speed 
limits in narrow 
country roads in 
the Vale - after 
three of them were 
involved in crashes 
with buses over an 
eight-year period. 

At the moment, there 
are several roads with no 
speed limit signs in the 
area, and the most con¬ 
troversial is Dimlands 
Road, between St 
Donats and Llantwit 
Major - a narrow, twist¬ 
ing section, with several 
areas hemmed in with 
stone walls. 

The first family mem¬ 
ber to suffer was Tina 
Nixon, and her crash 
happened eight years 
ago. 

She said: “Mine hap¬ 
pened on Dimlands 
Road when a bus came 
round a comer and I had 
no choice but to swerve 
towards the hedge.” 

On that occasion, her 
luck was definitely out, 
because her tyres ran 
over the remains of an 
old railing, ripping them 
to shreds. 

Tina’s daughter, Anna, 
had her accident two 
years ago, again on 
Dimlands Road. She 
said she had slowed 
right down to go round a 
blind corner, but a bus 
came round and the two 
vehicles collided. 

The GEM should 
point out that, over the 
last eight years, different 
bus companies have run 
services along the route. 

The latest crash, again 
on Dimlands Road, 
occurred on July 12, and 


DURING a ceremo¬ 
ny at the Royal

However, the rear 
seat passenger, Tom 
Perks, had to be cut free 
by the fire services, suf¬ 
fered a broken pelvis, 
and will be on cmtches 
for the summer. He also 
suffered a heavy blow to 
the nose, and bled heavi¬ 
ly from that. 

He told The GEM: “I 
enjoy surfing and we 
had plenty of things 
planned for the holidays, 
but that has all been 
wiped out now.” 

He said that he was 
still on strong 
painkillers, because he 
could not be put in plas¬ 
ter. 

Tina said that she had 
lived in Marcross for 19 
years, and had driven in 
the Vale for all that time, 
and that her only acci¬ 
dent in that time was the 
one eight years ago. 

Earlier this year, in 
April, The GEM report¬ 
ed on a crash between a 
VW Polo and a bus. The 
driver and front seat pas¬ 
senger in the Polo had to 
be cut free by emer¬ 
gency services. 

Eortunately, although 
both suffered heavy 
bmising, they escaped 
any broken bones. 

The injured driver 
was 17-year-old Joey 
Coyle, and his mother, 
Maggie, told The GEM: 
“This highlights resi¬ 
dents’ concerns about 
safety on this road. 

“Some years ago, I

While Kieran can’t 
remember anything 
from the day of the acci¬ 
dent, involving a car at 
Colwinston, to around 
10 or 11 days after¬ 
wards, his mother, 
Colleen Kennard-Smith, 
has vivid memories of 
his time in hospital. 

She told The GEM: 
“They often give you no 
hope because they can’t 
say which way it’s 
going to go. All they 
could say was that he 
was very critically ill. 

“Because he doesn’t 
remember a lot of the 
difficult bit, it’s hard to 
get him to understand 
how serious it was. 

“He went in on the 
Sunday, and on Monday 
and Tuesday there were 
a couple of times when 
we were told it could 
have gone either way. 

“It then got a little 
easier because you 
knew he was going to 
come out. But you did¬ 
n’t know quite what he 
was going to be like.” 

Kieran had completed 
his AS Levels by the 
time of the accident, and 
now school has finished 
for the year, he is just 
trying to get on with his 
summer just like any 
other teenager. 

He said: “I played 
golf yesterday (Sunday) 
for the first time since 
the accident. The first 
nine holes really didn’t 
go well. But in the sec¬ 
ond nine holes I was 
only one over, so I was 
happy about that. 

“It hasn’t affected my 
life but I think it’s 
affected me learning to 
drive. I had driving les¬ 
sons for my birthday 
and was waiting until 
after exams to do it. But 


much time to a journey. 

Tina Nixon said: “It 
just seems to us that 
these incidents keep hap¬ 
pening, and yet nothing 
is done.” 

On behalf of the Vale 
Council, Paul Gay, 
group engineer highways 
and traffic, said: “The 
council only receives 
information from the 
police on a quarterly 
basis, unless there is a 
fatality or a serious 
injury that might result 
in a fatality. In this 
instance we have not 


then this happened, so 
I’m going to have to 
wait a bit longer.” 

Kieran’s younger sis¬ 
ter, Sian (13), is also in 
Cowbridge 
Comprehensive and 
found it difficult to go 
on as normal. 

She told The GEM: 
“People kept asking me 
what had happened. It 
was hard because he’s 
my big brother and 
we’re unbelievably 
close. It was so hard 
being around at that 
time, because all I could 
think about was him.” 

Now Kieran is home, 
the family are keen to 
thank all those who 
offered their support. 

Colleen said: “If it 
wasn’t for the Air 
Ambulance (who were 
called to the scene and 
rushed him to hospital) 
Kieran wouldn’t be here 
today. We also want to 
say thank you to the 
nurses in ICU and the 
HDNW because they 
were absolutely great, 
just so reassuring. 

“I would also like to 
thank my cousin Judith 
Robertson, and her fam¬ 
ily. They were quite a 
rock as well. 

“The school were 


received any specific 
information.” 

The bus involved in 
the July 12 incident was 
operated by Watts 
Coaches. Carol Watts 
said that the company 
could not comment on 
this case, as the matter 
was in the hands of the 
company’s insurers. 

However, she was 
adamant that the compa¬ 
ny would welcome any 
move to lower the speed 
limit.

Old Llandow airfield 
hosts many hauntings! 


THE hamlet of 
Llandow 

(Llandw/Llan-Dwy 
in Welsh) lies four 
miles west of 
Cowbridge through 
tranquil country 
lanes - the proud 
host of the 
Eisteddfod on the 
old airfield 
between August 4- 
11 . 

In the past, a large 
extent of Llandow fell 
into the hands of estates 
owned by distinguished 
families from the sur¬ 
rounding locality, such 
as Dunraven, Came, and 
Franklen.

effigy of a 14th century 
lady, although it is 
unclear who she was 
when she lived. 

The church is small 
in size with a parsonage 
house dating back to 
similar times of con¬ 
struction. It is enhanced 
with a saddleback 
tower, which is thought 
to have been a lookout 
against the threat of 
invasion. 

The church farm¬ 
house, or the Glebe, is 
also a listed structure 
with a medieval 
thatched roof from the 
16th century. 

Llandow’s other 
medieval asset is the 
well, or Ffynnon and 
Drindad, the well of the 
Trinity. 

Further interesting 
buildings that feature in 
this sleepy village 
include Ty Teilo, which 
is a diocesan retreat 
house, that was at one 
time a stable block for a 
Georgian Rectory, and 
now holds a chapel, 
meeting room and lus¬ 
cious gardens. 

The Great House 
(which has attached 
flanking ranges) can 
also be identified as Ty 
Draw, which is Grade II 
listed. Built in the 17th 
century, with Tudor 
arched doorways, a 
large fireplace and stone 
stairs, it was once the 
central point of the 
community. Its three- 
tier barn was added dur¬ 
ing the 18th century. 

The enigmatic castle 
ringwork lies on slightly 
elevated ground to the 
south/southwest of the 
church, where the 
knight’s fee was held by 
William of Winchester 
in 1262. It is classed 
with monumental 
importance, although 
there seems to be no 
evidence of any kind of 
ancient building work in 
the area, so mystery sur¬ 
rounds its existence. 

Another principal 
landmark of Llandow 
lies adjacent to the vil¬ 
lage in the form of the 
now-abandoned WWII 
RAF station and air¬ 
field, which opened in 
1940 for service during 
the war years. 

The base had a recep¬ 
tion, storage and 
despatch unit for RAF 
aircraft, as well as other 
wartime hangars, 
including unit B flight 
with warplanes such as 
Vampire fighters and 
Spitfires. The airbase 
was closed in 1957. 

A horrific air disaster 
occurred on March 12 
1950, sending the whole 
community into mourn¬ 


ing. An Avro Tudor V 
airliner crashed on 
approach to the runway 
returning from an inter¬ 
national rugby match in 
Dublin, killing 80 rugby 
supporters and five 
crew. Only three passen¬ 
gers survived the 
tragedy. 

In the lonely lanes 
leading to the village 
the lifelike figure of a 
forlorn lady wearing a 
white robe has been 
seen wandering through 
the area as if in search 
of something mysteri¬ 
ous, before vanishing 
through the hedgerow. 
Who could this phantom 
lady be, and why does 
she seem so desperate to 
locate something from a 
world now beyond her 
grasp? 

The eerie image of a 
young girl limping as if 
injured haunts the lane 
too. This frightful mani¬ 
festation then disappears 
in a flash. Why would a 
ghostly child want to 
recreate an action that 
caused her distress in a 
life past our understand¬ 
ing? 

Precisely on the first 
Monday in August, the 
piercing sound of cries 
and screams can be 
heard bellowing out 
across the land. Could 
these pitiful noises be 
from a man who was 
tom to pieces by hell 
hounds on this day 
many years ago, or just 
a mass figment of imag¬ 
ination? 

The redundant air¬ 
field seems to be no 
stranger to ghostly 
activity. The haunting 
vision of vapourous red 
flashing lights have 
been seen in the dis¬ 
tance, coupled with the 
silhouette of a Second 
World War pilot, silent¬ 
ly walking across the 
old airfield only to fade 
away in a white mist. 
Why would such a 
courageous serviceman 
want to return to an area 
immersed with sadness 
from that harrowing 
time of conflict? 

Fact or fiction? Only 
you can decide...

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Nicole ‘delighted’ with team-mate’s 
silver in tactical Olympic road race

THE dream of 
defending her 
Olympic cycling 
road race gold 
medal slipped away 
from Nicole Cooke 
last Sunday - but 
she had the consola¬ 
tion of being part of 
a GB team that 
could celebrate the 
silver taken by 
Lizzie Armitstead. 

It rained in Beijing 
when the Wick girl took 
that gold medal, and it 
rained again this time, 
but it turned out to be a 
very different race. 

Speaking after the 
race, her father, Tony 
Cooke, said: “It’s really 
hard to win any road race 
when the best racers in 
the world are there - so 
defending her title was 
always going to be diffi¬ 
cult.” 

The situation had 
changed too. Four years 
ago Nicole was the team 


leader, and GB’s only 
realistic shot at gold. 

This year, she was 
joint leader, along with 
Armitstead, and once the 
23-year-old Yorkshire 
girl joined a four-woman 
break, Nicole and team 
mate Emma Pooley’s job 
was to stay with the 
chasing pack - but do 
nothing to help. 

Talking immediately 
after the race, Nicole said 
that it was ironic that the 
men’s great hope, Mark 
Cavendish, had com¬ 
plained bitterly that other 
teams had not helped 
Great Britain when they 
were trying to chase a 
break away group. 

Nicole said: “I guess 
Emma and I were doing 
just what the men com¬ 
plained about.” 

However, Tony Cooke 
felt that the four-woman 
break was not going to 
be conclusive, and he 
had mapped out a sce¬ 
nario that would have 
seen Nicole back in with 


a real chance at the end. 

The group was 
Marianne Vos, the pre¬ 
race favourite, Lizzie 
Armitstead, American 
Shelley Olds and 
Russia’s Olga 

Zabelinskaya. 

In Tony’s view, the 
crucial moment came 
when Shelley Olds punc¬ 
tured, cutting it to a 
group of three! 

He explained: “I think 
the mix of that group of 
four was wrong. The 
Russian would have 
known that the other 
three were better than 
her, and so would have 
little incentive to work 
hard. 

“Shelley Olds was the 
best sprinter. She had 
beaten Vos two or three 
times this year, so she 
would not have been 
inclined to blunt her 
speed by working hard 
either. 

“Vos and Armistead 
would have had to do all 
the work, and it is likely 
that the chasing group 
would have caught them, 
maybe 5 km from the 
finish. 

“That would have 
meant that Nicole, and 
Emma Pooley, would 
have been fresh, having 
done no work in the 


chasing group, so Nicole 
could have done what 
Vinokourov did in the 
main race - surprise 
everyone with a long ride 
for home.” 

What changed of 
course, was that Olds had 
a puncture. 

Tony Cooke 

explained: “The three 
looked at each other and 
decided that if they all 
worked hard, they were 
guaranteed a medal - it 
was just a question of 
which one.” 

The trio did just that, 
taking turns on the front 
and driving hard to main¬ 
tain their lead. Even to 
the untrained eye, it was 
obvious that 

Zabelinskayay was hang¬ 
ing by her fingernails, so 
the finish was always 
going to be a sprint 
between Vos and 
Armitstead. 

The chasing main 
group finished only 25 
seconds behind, so it 
could have been different 
if Olds had not had that 
puncture. 

The GEM first inter¬ 
viewed Nicole Cooke 
eight years ago when she 
was 21, embarking on 
her professional cycling 
career. 

She was used to win-

ning, and clearly had 
enormous self belief, but 
without a trace of arro¬ 
gance. Success followed 
success but her bad luck 
was to be a star in a sport 
that was hardly covered 
at all on TV. 

When cycling did find 
itself on TV, it was in the 
Velodrome, and Sir Chris 
Hoy, Victoria Pendleton 
and Bradley Wiggins 
became the well-known 
faces. 

Even when Team Sky 
decided to get involved 
with road racing, they 
concentrated on men’s 
cycling. 


Nicole’s win in 
Beijing in 2008 was a 
massive triumph, and it 
gave her a short, sharp 
spot in the public eye, 
but after that it was back 
to competing in events 
around the world, all 
largely ignored by TV 
and the UK media. 

Considering that 
Bradley Wiggins is in the 
form of his life at the age 
of 32, the 29-year-old 
from Wick has plenty to 
aim at in the future. 

Tony Cooke said: 
“When the Olympics are 
over, it will be a time for 
reflection. Nicole has 


been a professional 
cyclist for 10 years now.” 

As The GEM went to 
press, Nicole’s team¬ 
mates, Armitstead and 
Pooley, were competing 
for gold again, this time 
in the women’s time trial. 

They are strong con¬ 
tenders, but borderline as 
far as winning a medal 
goes. 

Straight after the 
women, the men’s time 
trial took place. On this 
subject, Tony Cooke was 
making a firm prediction. 

He said: “I think 
Bradley Wiggins is in 
such good form he is a 


dead cert for the gold 
medal. 

He was dead right. Sir 
Brad (it’s only a matter 
of time!) smashed the 
field and came home a 
comprehensive winner, 
with team mate Chris 
Froome taking the 
bronze. 

Going back to Tony 
Cooke’s prediction, he 
said:: “It will be only the 
second gold medal Great 
Britain has ever won on 
the roads.” 

And everyone in 
Wales should know who 
took the first.

Penarth RNLI rescue a 
couple - and their dog! 


PENARTH RNLI 
set a record recently 
- by rescuing a cou¬ 
ple who hadn’t even 
realised they were 
in danger! 

The couple had been 
cut off by the rising tide, 
but were unaware of the 
impending danger until 
the lifeboat spotted them 
on the beach. 

The drama took place 
at 9pm on Sunday, July 
22, just as the crew were 
finishing a routine train¬ 
ing exercise. 

A Penarth RNLI 
spokeswoman explained: 
“The warm weather ear¬ 
lier in the day had 
brought out a large num¬ 
ber of walkers, enjoying 
a stroll along the coast 
between Penarth and 
Lavernock Point. 


“Before returning to 
the lifeboat station, the 
lifeboat - helmed by 
trainee Owain Davies 
and crewed by Maldwyn 
Hopkin, Jon Russill and 
Matt Church - carried 
out a patrol of the coast¬ 
line, to make sure 
nobody had become 
stranded by the quickly- 
rising tide. 

“As they did so, they 
spotted a couple walking 
their dog half-a-mile 
south of Penarth. At this 
point, the shoreline 
between the walkers and 
Penarth was already 
flooded. 

“The lifeboat crew 
approached the couple 
and explained the situa¬ 
tion to them, and they 
were unaware of how 
quickly the tide had 
come in.

‘Don’t hold picnics in 
Knap parking spaces’ 

Resident’s appeal for “courtesy’ 


A local resident has appealed 
to older drivers not to hold pic¬ 
nics in parking spots at The 
Knap! 

Mr Stewart Francis contacted The 
GEM to say he was delighted that the 
Vale Council would not be erecting 
pay and display machines at the Knap. 

However, he added: “Perhaps the 
Vale could do something to curb the 
anti-social behaviour exhibited - I am 
ashamed to say - by drivers of my age, 
which is 60 plus, when they park.” 

Mr Francis, who likes to visit The 
Knap in Barry when the weather is 
pleasant, explained: “On a fine day, it 
can be difficult to find a parking space, 
and this is exacerbated by some people 
who park and are too lazy to walk 
some 20 feet to the pebbles, to put 
down their picnic chairs and table. 

“Instead, they plonk them down on a 
parking space next to their vehicle and 
deny another motorist the use of a spot. 

“Surely, the idea should be for as 
many people to enjoy the area as possi¬ 
ble?.” 

In the past, there have been com¬ 
plaints about the lack of consideration 
demonstrated by the younger genera¬ 
tion, who have been accused of driving 
too quickly along the front; but Mr 
Francis claimed that when it came to 
manners and the picnics, the attitude of 
the older generation left a lot to be 
desired. 

He claimed: “When politely asked 
to free up the space and to put their 
stuff on the pebbles, you’re met with 
d’ve paid my council tax’ or 'Tough, 
go somewhere else’. 

“If these were youngsters those peo¬ 
ple would have plenty to say.” 

Mr Francis claimed that such self¬ 
ishness meant that on busy days, some 
people missed out on a place to park, 
and had to turn back. 

“There is at least one individual who 


constantly parks his mobile home 
lengthways, taking up four parking 
spaces. He then proceeds to set up a 
table and chairs on another space, so 
five spaces in total are taken. Why 
should this be tolerated? 

“If the Vale is not prepared to police 
the situation, perhaps the only effective 
way to curb this selfish, anti-social 
behaviour is to install pay and display 
machines. 

“At least it would ensure 100 per 
cent occupancy of spaces by vehicles 
and not individuals’ picnic parapherna¬ 
lia.” 

Surprisingly, the Vale Council does¬ 
n’t object to the practice of picnics in 
parking spots. 

Miles Punter, director of visible 
services and housing, explained: 
“While the Knap Terrace car park area 
is designed primarily as a ‘car park’, 
the use of adjacent parking bays by 
motorists who wish to picnic is not dis¬ 
couraged, provided they do so in a safe 
and courteous manner. 

“Many elderly motorists, in particu¬ 
lar, have difficulty in accessing the 
pebble beach areas and if they wish to 
set up a small table and some chairs in 
a sensible fashion in an adjacent bay to 
their cars, this can allow them to still 
enjoy the amenity offered by the excel¬ 
lent seaside location.” 

Mr Punter added that officers would 
be keeping an eye on parking areas. 

“We would hope that at peak times, 
a balance can be maintained between 
parking and other safe uses for the 
area; and, therefore, we have no plans 
at this time to introduce any further 
parking or land-use controls at this 
location. 

“My officers will however keep this 
matter under review.”

Lynne Doyle has 
been the sibling support 
worker at Ty Hafan for 
the past three years. 

Her job is to help 
brothers and sisters deal 
with the changes in 
their family life, 
brought about by hav¬ 
ing a sibling who needs 
special and constant 
care. 

She explained: “All 
the young people are 
great, and their ability 
to cope with their par¬ 
ticular situation never 
ceases to amaze me. 

“They do need a bit 
of help now and then 
though, and knowing 
how much stress their 
parents can be under 


caring for their brother 
or sister can make them 
reluctant to add to their 
worries by talking to 
them about their own 
issues. 

“That’s where I come 
in. Sometimes older 
children can find it dif¬ 
ficult to discuss their 
fears and feelings, but I 
try to create the situa¬ 
tion which allows them 
to open up to me and 
we can work them 
through together, 
involving the rest of the 
family, if really neces¬ 
sary. 

“At Ty Hafan, we 
arrange opportunities 
for the siblings to get 
together on a regular 
basis. 

“It’s hugely benefi¬ 
cial for them to be with 
others who are in a sim¬ 
ilar situation, and who 
understand. 

“This can be particu¬ 
larly good for those 
whose brother or sister 
has died, and we run a 
special event every year 
for bereaved siblings. 

“The annual camp 
trip is always great fun 
- whatever the weather, 
they can all let off 
steam and have a really 
good time,” Lynne con¬ 
cluded.

LOCAL historian 
Tom Clemett 
returns to Victoria 
Park with his third 
exhibition of his¬ 
toric photographs 
of Barry.

and a bag of crisps! I 
pointed out they were far 
better looked after than 
by our Prime Minister 
who forgot to pick up his 
child in the car! 

“Actually, it wasn’t a 
committee meeting, but a 
pleasant gathering of 
other workers; and with¬ 
in a month, we met virtu¬ 
ally everyone in the com¬ 
munity.” 

This enthusiasm con¬ 
tinued, until two years 
later, they won the com¬ 
petition for the first time.

There will be more 
than 300 stalls and 
trade stands, the 
largest visual arts 
exhibition in Wales, a 
science and technology 
pavilion which chil¬ 
dren can “lose the- 
selves in for the day”, 
and much, much 
more. 

Hywel, who has 
been organising this 
Welsh celebration 
since 1993, exudes an 
aura of calm despite 
the frenetic activity 
going on around him.

As The GEM was 
going to press, last- 
minute preparations 
were under way on the 
hugely impressive site.

“It’s only when visi¬ 
tors arrive that they 
realise just how big it 


all is. In total, the site 
covers around 140 
acres - the area for the 
pavilions is 33 acres, 
the youth village is 15 
acres, and car parks 
and caravan parks 
account for 45 acres 
each. 

“The average num¬ 
ber of visitors in 
recent years has been 
150,000 people. 
Sometimes it can get 
up to 160,000 people; 
another year, it might 
be nearer 140,000.” 

One of the organis¬ 
ers’ main considera¬ 
tions in choosing a site 
it to make sure it is as 
accessible as possible 
for a good slice of the 
population. 

“We like somewhere

A NEW walking trail explor¬ 
ing the life of lolo Morganwg 
was launched at the Bear 
Hotel in Cowbridge this week. 

The launch was timed to coincide 
with the arrival of the National 
Eisteddfod in the Vale. 

Locals and visitors gathered in the 
shadow of a 12-foot sculpture of 
Edward Williams, bom near 
Llancarfan, but better known by his 
bardic name, lolo Morganwg. 

Among the speakers were Dr Prys 
Morgan and Professor Geraint E 
Jenkins, who also celebrated the 
launch of his new book on lolo’s life: 
‘Bard of Liberty: the Political 
Radicalism of lolo Morganwg’. 

The 6.5-mile lolo Morganwg Trail 
has been funded by Creative Rural 
Communities, the Vale Council’s 
mral regeneration initiative. It cele¬ 
brates the life of one of the area’s 
most colourful characters while guid¬ 
ing visitors around the heritage sites 
in the Vale. 

lolo Morganwg (1747-1846) is 
renowned for his leading role in the 
18th century cultural renaissance of 
Wales. His creation, the Gorsedd of 
the Bards of the Island of Britain, was 
in essence the first Welsh national 
cultural institution. It was designed to 
raise the profile of the Welsh culture 


and language and foster a sense of 
pride. 

Coun Lis Burnett of the Vale 
Council said: “lolo Morganwg was 
the Vale’s greatest advocate, referring 
to the area as ‘Britain’s Paradise’. It 
is fitting that we celebrate one of our 
most famous sons as we welcome the 
National Eisteddfod.” 

Branwen Dickson of Creative 
Rural Communities, added: “The 
local interest in lolo during the course 
of developing the trail has been fan¬ 
tastic. 

“We’re particularly grateful to 
Professor Geraint E Jenkins, who vol¬ 
unteered his time to provide the his¬ 
torical content for the trail booklet.” 

To mark the launch of the trail a 
guided walk will take place on 
Monday, August 6 at 11am, starting at 
Cowbridge Walled Garden. The walk 
will be led by local ramblers and 
accompanied by Dr Cathryn 
Charnell-White. 

The trail booklets are free to pick 
up at the Vale Council stand at the 
Eisteddfod (A24 and A25) and at sites 
in the Vale including Costa, The Bear 
Hotel on Cowbridge High Street, the 
Bush Inn in St Hilary, The Blue 
Anchor in East Aberthaw and St 
Illtyd’s Church, Llantwit Major.

|ATIENCE is a 
^virtue. 

That’s what I've 
always been told. Sadly, 
though this isn’t one of 
my strengths and it 
shows when I run late. 

I’ve got a meeting at 
Gwel an Mor, Portreath, 
Cornwall at 4pm, and 
despite leaving 
Hampshire at 10am, it 
looks as if I’m not going 
to make it in time. 

So the Volvo S80 D5 
SE Lux Geartronic four 
door saloon has a tough 
job to please me over 
this 200-mile journey, 
which the AA says can 
be covered in four hours. 

When there’s a 
straight run, the Volvo is 
a delight - the six-speed 
automatic box is gener¬ 
ally smooth, occasional¬ 
ly a little jerky. The 
intelligent cruise control 
cleverly keeps the car a 
safe distance behind the 
car in front and even 
automatically accelerates 
as long as the vehicle 
ahead is moving. 

Disappointingly, it 
doesn’t operate at stand¬ 
still, requiring driver 
intervention. When the 
Volvo isn’t following a 
vehicle, cruise control 
works at speeds of 
20mph and above. 

It’s on overtaking that 
this system becomes 
frustrating, because the 
S80 maintains the speed 
of the vehicle it was 
behind, making it neces¬ 
sary for the driver to 
kick the accelerator and 


override the system. 

Once you realise this, 
there’s no problem, but 
it might be useful if the 
car could sense when it’s 
overtaking and act 
accordingly. 

Over a long journey it 
becomes apparent that 
there are too many dis¬ 
tractions from safety 
gadgets for my liking. 
The lane departure func¬ 
tion makes an annoying 
buzz whenever the sleek 
Swede strays over the 
centre-line of the road or 
something comes into its 
path, which happens a 
lot, to my surprise and 
eventual irritation. 

Thankfully, this can 
be switched off, 
although it automatically 
comes back on every 
time the engine is start¬ 
ed. 

The BLIS (Blind Spot 
Information System) 
function that sees a red 
light flash on the inside 
of either wing mirror, 
when a vehicle is pres¬ 
ent, is helpful. 

But this, combined 
with the lane departure 
function, and the flash¬ 
ing light that appears on 
the dash, when an object 
such as a traffic light is a 
little close for the 
Volvo’s liking, proves 
too annoying for me. 

Undoubtedly these 
safety features are very 
worthy but they end up 
making me take my eyes 
off the road. Perhaps this 
is because I am unfamil¬ 
iar with the vehicle, as I 
explain in my video at

testdrives.biz. 

My concern is that 
drivers could become 
lazy by relying on these 
functions and then forget 
themselves when driving 
other vehicles. 

These qualms do not 
detract from the fact that 
the S80 is an excellent 
long distance compan¬ 
ion, with plenty of 
power when required. 

This diesel will travel 
from 0 to 60mph in just 
8.1 seconds and onto 
140mph, laws permit¬ 
ting. The interior is 
incredibly comfortable, 
light, airy and spacious. 

The front seats cosset 
their passengers in a way 
that few others do - they 
are even electrically 
heated and cooled. I par¬ 
ticularly like the cold 
function, as leather does 
have a tendency to get 
sticky on a hot day. 

So, despite my moans 
we arrive at Gwel an 
Mor, Cornwall thorough¬ 
ly relaxed. 

Unfortunately, the 
near side rear tyre suf¬ 
fered a puncture and to 
my surprise there is no 


warning light on the 
dashboard to alert me - 
and I can’t tell when I’m 
driving. 

I only discover the 
sorry looking rubber on 
my arrival in Cornwall. 
In common with other 
manufacturers, Volvo no 
longer provides a spare 
wheel, instead a punc¬ 
ture repair kit that plugs 
into the cigarette lighter. 

A solution from a bot¬ 
tle screwed to the kit is 
then pumped through the 
tyre in about seven min¬ 
utes, temporarily repair¬ 
ing the puncture. Once 
this process is complete 
the Volvo can be driven 
up to 50mph for no more 
than a few hundred 
miles. 

On locking the S80 
for the night, I have an 
issue with the lights. 
Although lights on a 
Volvo have always auto¬ 
matically switched on 
and off there is the 
option to turn them on 
manually, which I do 
and then proceed to for¬ 
get that I’ve done so. 

Often a helpful buzzer 
sounds to alert you of 


your error - even m my 
ageing Eiesta. But not in 
the S80. Thankfully a 
passer-by tells me. 

During our time 
together the S80 travels 
to Mevagissey, down the 
narrowest roads I have 
ever encountered and 
tackles frustrating dou¬ 
ble roundabouts, which 
are a common occur¬ 
rence throughout 
Cornwall - and from my 
observations incredibly 
easy for many pre-occu- 
pied motorists to mis¬ 
judge. 

“Overall this stylish, 
supremely luxurious 
vehicle, with its fair 
share of chrome, does 
score highly with me. 
Returning 44mpg results 


in more than 600 miles 
from the 70-litre tank. 

It has to be said that 
during the test the S80 
has improved my 
patience too, so perhaps 
those safety features that 
annoyed me so much 
have helped after all.

6-4.
